HOW  TO  GROW  BULBS  IN  THE  HOUSE  IN 
THE  WINTER. 

The  past  two  Winters  we  have  found  out  the  best  and  prectiest 
way  to  force  all  kinds  of  bulbs  in  the  house.  "No  one  is  too  old 
to  learn,"  is  a  true  saying.  And  we  have  found  it  true  in  the 
manner  of  forcing  bulbs.  Our  knowing  how  to  force  bulbs 
comes  through  our  mother,  from  whom  we  learned  much  that  is 
true  and  beautiful.  This  is  the  way  she  beautifies  her  whole 
house  during  the  bleak,  dreary  Winter  months:  Take  common 
split  baskets,  peck  size,  such  as  are  used  to  carry  grapes  to  market 
in  (they  can  be  procured  at  any  grocery  store),  fill  with  good, 
rich  soil,  and  plant  Hyacinths,  Narcissus,  Freesias,  and  in  fact, 
all  bulbs  in  them.  It  is  best  to  plant  only  one  kind  of  bulb  in 
each  basket.  In  one  put  Narcissus,  in  another  Hyacinths,  and 
so  on.  When  planted,  water  and  carry  to  the  cellar.  After  let- 
ting stand  for  a  month  or  six  weeks  so  as  to  become  rooted, 
bring  them  in  a  living-room  (not  too  warm),  water  freely,  and 
you  will  be  surprised  how  easy  and  what  beautiful  flowers  you 
can  have.  They  need  not  be  all  brought  up  from  the  cellar  at 
one  time,  but  a  few  baskets  at  a  time,  and  you  will  thus  prolong 
their  blooming  several  months,  for  as  fast  as  the  ones  up  are 
through  blooming  remove  the  baskets  to  the  cellar  and  replace 
with  other  baskets  that  have  been  planted.  We  advise  all  our 
patrons  to  try  this  method,  as  the  baskets  are  much  better  for  the 
bulbs  than  flower  pots.

The  proper  season  to  prepare  for  planting  Hyacinths,  Tulips, 
Lilies,  etc.,  is  in  th-5  Fall,  October  being  the  best  month,  but 
any  time  before  freezing  will  do.  Don't  put  ofl"  sending  for 
Dutch  Bulbs  until  Spring,  as  it  is  then  out  of  season  to  plant 
them.  It  would  be  as  proper  for  a  farmer  to  order  seed  corn 
and  plant  it  in  the  Fall  as  lor  flower  lovers  to  order  Hva- 
cinths, Tulips,  etc.,  in  the  Spring  and  plant  them  then.  The 
beautiful  beds  you  see  on  your  neighbor's  lawns  of  Hyacinths, 
Tulips,  etc.,  were  planted  in  the  Fall.  If  the  soil  is  well 
drained,  deep  digging  is  all  that  is  necessary,  and  apply  a 
liberal  dressing  of  well  rotted  cow  manure.  This  should  be 
thoroughly  dug  into  the  soil,  pulverizing  it  and  the  soil  as 
finely  as  possible.  When  your  Bulbs  are  through  blooming 
do  not  ruthlessly  cut  off"  their  heads.  3-et  them  remain  and 
by  the  first  week  in  May  you  can  plant  Verbenas  in  betwee  n 
as  thickly  as  y<  u  may  without  disturbing  the  Bulbs  in  any  way. 
Instead  of  Vcrbenasjou  can  sow  seed  of  Portulaca,  or  by  the 
twentieth  ol  the  month  plant  Coleus  in  the  same  manner 
Cut  out  the  flower  spikes  ot  your  Bubs  as  soon  as  they  are 
done  blooming,  but  do  not  touch  a  leaf  until  after  they  turn, 
yellow,  which  will  be  towards  the  first  of  June.  Then  cut  off 
with  a  sharp  knife,  an  inch  below  the  surface,  rake  over 
the  bed  and  then  leave  them  strictly  alone.  The  beds  can  be 
cleaned  of  their  summer  occupants  after  they  are  injured  by 
frost,  when  a  layer  of  manure  or  leaves  should  be  spread  over 
the  surface  to  remain  until  frost  is  over  the  next  Spring.  The 
same  program  may  be  carried  out  another  year. 

Various  Uses  for  Dutch  Bulbs. 

Large  beds  devoted  to  bedding  p'ants  may  be  utilizcl  lor 
Hyacinths, Tulips  and  Crocus  after  frost  has  killed  the  bed- 
ding plants.  The  best  effect  in  these  can  be  had  by  p  anting 
Hyacinths,  Crocus  and  Tulips  in  the  same  beds,  and  each 
sort  planted  as  thickly  as  if  it  alone  were  to  occupy  the  bed. 
Thf  Crocus  will  bloom  first,  and  after  they  are  entirely  done 
the  Tulips  or  Hyacinths,  whichever  may  be  planted,  will 
come  into  bloom.  In  this  style  of  planting  the  Tulips  or 
Hvacinths  should  be  planted  first,  about  lour  inches  deep 
Mulch  the  beds  with  three  or  lour  inches  of  stable  manure, 
which  should  be  removed  in  early  Spring. 

Making  a  Hardy  Border. 

If  the  soil  is  poorly  drained,  the  preparation  of  the  border 
would  be  the  same,  exceptthe  soil  should  be  entirely  removed 
to  the  depth  of  two  and  one-half  feet  and  six  or  eight  inches  of 
broken  stone  placed  in  the  bottom  of  the  border.  The  size 
and  ]  ocation  of  the  border  depends  upon  the  taste  and  oppor- 
tunities of  the  individual.  Along  the  face  ol  a  vegetable 
garden,  or  on  both  sides  of  a  walk  running  through  it,  is  a 
desirable  location,  and  the  high  culture  necessary  to  raise 
good  vegetables  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  pla"  ts.  If  back  of 
such  a  border  a  rustic  trellis  is  made  and  covered  with  flow- 
ering climbers,  such  as  Clematis,  Honeysuckles  and  Ever- 
lasting Peas,  the  effect  will  be  greatly  enhanced.  Along  the 
fence  is  another  good  location  for  a  hardy  border,  and  the 
fence  wi*il  serve  the  purpose  of  a  trellis  for  hardy  vines. 
Along  the  fence  of  a  shrubbery  is  a  most  effective  place  for 
hardy  border,  and  among  the  shrubs  may  be  planted  the 
taller  growing  Lilies  and  perennials  with  beautiful  effect, 
and  when  it  is  not  possible  or  desirable  to  make  a  border  on 
the  face  of  a  shrubbery  the  recesses  usually  there  could  be 
most  charmingly  filled  with  Narcissus  and  many  beautiful 
low-growing  perennials.  After  planting,  mulch  the  border 
with  three  or  four  inches  of  stable  manure,  which  should  be 
removed  in  early  Spring  and  the  planting  of  the  bordercom- 
pleted  as  soo  n  as  possible.  Remember  always,  no  matter 
how  hardy  the  bulb  or  plant  may  be,  its  bloom  will  be  im- 
proved by  the  winter  covering  of  manure  or  other  covering.

Culture  of  Dutch  Bulbs  for  Winter  Blooming  in  Pots. 


BULBS  are  the  most  important  Winter 
bloomers  for  window  culture.  They  are 
the  easiest  cared  for  of  all  flowers,  and 
absolutely  sure  to  bloom  abundantly.  Gera- 
niums or  Roses  may  from  some  cause  fail,  but 
Bulbs  never.  Nothing  is  more  pleasant  or 
cheerful  during  a  dreary  "Winter  than  a  few 
pots  filled  with  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Crocus,  Nar- 
cissus, etc.,  displaying  their  brilliant  colors 
and  delightful  fragrance  for  weeks.  Add  to 
these  the  many  new  Bulbs  that  are  nov/ being 
cultivated  for  Winter  flowers,and  at  a  very  little 
trouble  or  expense  a  display  of  Winter  flowers 
can  be  procured  which  will  be  the  center  of  at- 
traction in  any  neighborhood.  Freesias,  Ixias, 
Tritelea,  Calochortus,  Alliums,  SciUas,  Chiono- 
doxa,  etc.,  are  comparatively  new  and  beautiful 
beyond  description.  Those  grand  new  Bulbs, 
Freesias  and  Triteleas,  which  keep  in  bloom 
several  weeks  in  mid-winter,  are  worth  their 
weight  in  gold.  Such  gems  should  decorate  every 
during  the  dismal  Winter  days.  Their  culture  is  very  simple. 
They  can  be  potted  during  September,  October  or  November, 
watered  well  and  set  away  in  a  cellar  or  any  cool,  dark  place 
to  make  roots,  when,  after  remaining  for  six  weeks, or  as 
much  longer  as  desired,  they  can  be  brought  out  for  blooming. 
We  earnestly  advise  potting  the  Bulbs  as  early  as  possible, 
especially  if  flowers  are  desired  as  early  as  New  Years,  lor 
the  longer  time  they  can  have  to  make  roots  the  better  they 
will  bloom.  By  bringing  out  a  few  pots  at  different  times  a 
succession  of  bloom  can  be  kept  up  ail  Winter.  If  they  are 
kept  in  a  cool  place  while  in  bloom  the  flowers  will  keep  per- 
fect a  long  time.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  desire  more 
explicit  cultural  directions  we  give  it  here  in  detail. 

The  variety  of  the  soil  is  not  a  very  important  item  in 
Bulb  culture.  Any  good  garden  loam  will 
answer,  but  if  we  had  a  variety  to  choose  from 
we  would  take  a  rich,sandy  soil  and  mix  with  it  a 
small  quantity  of  leaf  mold.  Do  not  use  manure 
unless  it  is  very  old  and  well  pulverized,  and 
then  only  in  small  quantities,  or  it  may  cause 
the  Bulbs  to  decay,  or  encourage  too  rank 
growth  of  foliage. 

Hyacinths  in  Pots  for  Winter  Flowering. 

For  the  growth  of  Hyacinths  in  pots  the  most 
favorable  planting  season  for  early  bloom  is 
September,  and  foi*  a  succession  at  intervals  up 
to  January.  The  size  of  pots  is  regulated  by  the 
space  or  convenience  for  placing  them;  when 
limited,  and  a  rich,  massive  effect  is  wished  for, 
those  of  six  or  eight  inches  in  diameter'are  rec- 
ommended, in  which  three  or  four  Bulbs  may  be 
placed.  But  where  more  convenience  is  had  a 
succession  of  Bulbs  in  smaller  pots  maybe  ad- 
mitted— two  Bulbs  in  each  are  very  pretty.  In 
potting  it  is  only  necessary  to  fill  the  pot  rather 
Joosely  to  the  brim  and  press  the  Bulb  down  so

that  only  one-fourth  of  it  appears  above  the  soil. 
The  pot  should  then  be  struck  smartly  on  the 
bench  to  give  the  soil  proper  degree  of  firmness, 
leaving  it  when  finished  an  inch  or  so  below  the 
rim  of  the  pot.  Then  water  freely  to  still  further 
settle  the  soil.  The  pots  should  then  be  placed 
where  it  is  cool  and  dark,  which  will  encourage 
a  strong  development  of  roots  before  the  buds 
start  to  grow  at  the  top.  Such  a  situation  can  be 
made  by  covering  up  the  pots  with  four  inches  of 
sand  in  a  cool  cellar,  under  the  stage  of  a  cool 
greenhouse,  or  in  a  sunken  pit,  in  each  covering 
with  sand  or  leaves  so  as  to  exclude  heat  and 
frost;  for  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  a  strong 
development  of  root  can  only  be  had  at  a  low 
temperature,  say  from  forty  to  fifty  degrees,  and 
any  attempt  to  force  them  to  make  roots  quickly 
by  placing  them  in  a  high  temperature  will 
certainly  enfeeble  the  flower.  Whether  potted 
in  soil,  sand  or  moss,  there  is  no  need  to  water, 
except  at  the  time  of  potting,  provided  the  pots  have  been 
covered  up  as  directed,  and  kept  cool  and  dark.  If  potted  in 
October  they  may  be  removed  from  their  dark  quarters  in 
seven  or  eight  weeks;  they  should  then  be  placed  in  full 
light  and  watered  freely. 

Hyacinths  in  Glass  for  Winter  Blooming. 

For  this  purpose  Single  Hyacinths  are  to  be  preferred. 
Single  Hyacinths  are  generally  held  in  less  estimation  than 
Double  ones;  their  colors,  however,  are  more  vivid,  and  their 
bells  though  smaller,  are  mofe  numerous;  some  of  the  sorts 
are  exquisitely  beautiful;  they  are  preferable  for  flowering 
in  Winter  to  the  Double  ones,  as  they  bloom  two  or  three 
weeks  earlier  and  are  very  sweet  scented.  Hyacinths  in- 
tended for  glasses  should  be  placed  in  them  during  October 
and  November,  the  glasses  being  previously  filled  with  pure 
water,  so  that  the  bottom  of  the  Bulb  may  just  touch  the  water; 

then  place  in  a  dark  sloset,  box  or  cellar,  at  forty 
or  fifty  degrees  temperature.  The  water  should 
be  changed  as  it  becomes  impure;  draw  the  root? 
entirely  out  of  the  glasses,  rinse  them  in  cleai 
water,  and  wash  the  inside  of  the  glass  wel 
Care  should  be  taken  that  the  water  does  nc  \ 
freeze,  as  it  would  not  only  burst  the  glass,  bu.  ^ 
cause  the  roots  to  decay.  Whether  the  water  is 
hard  or  soft  is  not  a  matter  of  much  consequence 
— >oft  is  preferable — but  it  must  be  perfectly 
clear,  to  show  the  roots  to  advantage.  Avoid  a 
low  water  mark  in  the  glasses  by  keeping  it  to 
a  level  with  the  base  of  the  Bulb  Never  place 
the  glass  upon  a  mantel-piece  or  shelf  within 
the  influence  of  fire  heat  during  the  proces*!  of 
growth.  To  stimulate  and  strengthen  ae 
growth  dissolve  a  pinch  of  sulphate  or  ammonia 
occasionally  in  the  water  after  the  Bulbs  are  ex- 
posed to  the  light.  When  the  glasses  are  well 
filled  with  roots  and  the  flower  stem  well  out  of 
the  Bulb,  erradually  expose  to  the  light  and  sun  at 
a  higher  temperature.  If  kept  too  light  and  warm 
at  first  and  before  there  is  sufficient  fibre  they 
will  rarely  flower  well.  They  will  bloom  with- 
out any  sun,  but  the  colors  of  the  flowers  will  be 
inferior.  To  insure  a  vigorous  growth  a  favor- 
able exposure  to  the  light  and  occasional  fresh 
air,  when  mild,  is  essential  to  their  success.
